LATER. 


There were two sharp shocks here 
2:45 this afternoon with equal severity 
at Summerville, Columbia, and Augusta 
OoiiUMBiA, S. C., Oct. 22,—There was 
a heavy earthquake shock here at 5:25 
this morning, lasting thirty seconds and 
a continuous rumbling which lasted un 
til the quake passed ofT. Nearly every 
one was awakened by the shock, which 
swayed buildings and rattled 
things 
lively. It was the heaviest shock felt 
since the second one of August 31.

not be dissolved except for adultery, and 
that the guilty party in a divorce suit be 
prohibited from marrying again during 
the life of the other party.

RufAanism Turned Loose in the Streets 
of Tan Wert—Republicans Burg- 
larize the Prohibition 
Headquarters.

One of the most dastardly outrages 
ever committed in political wariare in 
this town was perpetrated last night 
while L. M. Hagoad was making a pro-

Several
